„Nö,; Sir;* replied J, „J am for liberty,

„theme 6f modern declamation. I would have 
„all men kings. '| would be à king myſelf. We 
;;have All naturally an èqual right to thethrdne ; 
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„We dre All originally èqual. This is my opinion, 


„änd was once the opinion 6f A ſer of honeſt 


„men who were called Levellers. They tried 
„to eréct themſclves into a community, were 
„all Thonld bè ᷑qually free. Brit, aläs! it would 


_ ,,n6&ver änſwer; för there wére ſöme among 


them ſtronger, and ſome mdre cinning than 
„others, ind thèſe became miſters of the réſt; 
„för äs ſhare as your groom rides your horſes,

„türn. Since then it is entailed upon humanity 
„tö ſubmir, and ſome ire börn to commind,

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„who were tyrants themſelves bef dre thè election 
„6f öne ty rant, are näturally avérſe tô à power 
„raiſeckl dver them, and whoſe weight muſt 
„ever Itan heavieſt 6n the ſubbrdinate örders. 
„Tt is the intereſt 6f the great, therefore, to 
„diminiſh kingly power as müch 4s poſſible; 
becauſe whatéver they take from thar, is na- 
„turally reſtdred to themſélves; and all they 


„häve to do in the ſte, is to undermine the 


{ſingle tyrant, by which they reſùme théir 
„primaèval authority. Now the ſtàte may be 
„d circumſtanced, 6r its laws may be {d diſ- 
poſed, or its men 6f 6pulence {d minded, is 
all ro conſpire in carrying 6n this bufineſs 6f 
„undermining monarchy, För, in the firſt 
„place, if the circumſtances 6f bur ſtate be 
„ſüch, 4s to favour the accumulition 6f wealth, 
„änd make rhe 6pulent ſtill mdre rich, this

„bind the rich and poor togtther are brdken, 
and it is ordained, that the rich ſhall dnly

„liberty 6f thE ntedy 6r the venal, bf men who

„tiguous tyranny for bread. Thüs each very 
opulent min generally gathers round him A 
,,Circle .6f thE pooreſt 6f the people; and the 


v»pölity abounding in accumulated wealth, may 


be 
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„be compared! to à Carteſian ſyſtems, tach brb 
„with a vortex 6f its don. Thoſe, however, . 
.who ire willing to move in à great män's 
„vörtex, are dnly ſich as müſt be {laves »,the 
„räbble of mankind, whoſe ſduls and whöſe 
education are adapted to {crvitude, and who 
,kndw n6thing öf liberty eycept the name. 
„Büt thére müſt ſtill be à large number of the 
„people without thE ſphere of the opulent 
„män's influence, namely, that order 6f men 
„which ſubſiſts berwten the very rich and thEve- 
„ry rabble; thdſe men who are poſleſt bf too lar- 
„ge fortunes to ſubmit to the n&ighbouring min 
„in p6wer and yet are too poor- to ſét tip for 
tyranny themſeélves. I'n this middle order 
„of mankind are generally to be found all the 
arts, wiſdom, and virtues 6f ſociety. This 
order aldne is kndwn to be the true preſcrver _ 
„öf freedom, ind may beè called the People. 
„Nöw it may häppen that this middle 6rder of 
„mankind may loſe all its influence in a ſtate, 
„and its voice be in à manner drowned in that 
„6f the rabble: for if the fortune ſufficient for 
qualifying a perſon ät preſent to give his voice. 
„in ſtate affairs, b& ten times leſs than was 
,Jadged ſufficient upon forming the con- 
„ſtitütion, it is Evident that great nümbers 6f 
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,the räbble will this be introdüced into the 
„political ſyſtem, and they éver moving in th 
„vörtex öf the great, will follow where great- 
„neſs ſhail diréct. I'n ſüch a ſtate, therefore, 
„all that the middle order his 16ft, is to pre- 
„ſerve the prerogative and privileges 6f the one 
„principal governor with the mbſt ſacred cir- 
„eumſpéction. För he divides the power of the 
„rich, and calls 6ff the great from falling with 
tenfold weight 6n the middle order placed 
»bentath them. The middle order may b& 
„eompàred to à town ef which the 6pulent 
Hare forming the ſiège, and which the governor 
„fröm without is haiſtening the relief. While 
the beſttgers are in dread öf än enemy dver 
them, it is but natural to offer the townſmen 
,the mdſt ſpecious terms ; -to flatter them with 
„funds, and amaſe them with privileges; but 
„it théy once defeat the governor from behind 
„thérzwälls Of the town will be büt à ſmall 
, defence to its inbabitants. What they may 
„then expe, may be ſetn by türning our 
„eyes to Holland, Genoa, ör Venice, where 
„thé laws gbvern the poor, 4nd the rich govern 
„thé law. J 5m then for, and would die for 
„mönarchy, {ſacred monarchy ; för if thére b& 


' ny thing ſacred amöngſt min, it müſt be 
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;zth& anointed SovEerErGN Of his people, ind 
„Every dimindtion of his power in war, ör in 
„peace, is in infringement upon the real liber- 
„ties Of the ſabjea, The ſounds öf liberty, 
patriotiſm, and Britons, hive alréady done 
„nuch, it is to be hdped that thè true ſ6ns 6f 
„freedom will prevent their Ever doing more. 
„ have kndwn miny 6f thoſe pretended cham- 
„pions for liberty in my time, yét do J not 
remember ne that was not in his heart ind in 
„his family a tyrant.“ 

My warmth J föund had lengthened this 
harangue beyond the rules 6f good breeding : 
but the impatience 6f my entertainer, who 
often ſtrdve to interrtipt it, could bè reſtrained 
nd longer. „What,“ cried he, „then J have 
„been all this while entertàining a Jeſuit in 
„pärſon's cldaths; but by all the coal mines of 
„Cörnwall, out he ſhall pack, if my name be 
» Wilkinſon. J now found J had gone too far, 
and aſked pardon for the warmth with which 
J hid ſpoken. „Pärdon,“ returned he in a 
fury: „J think ſüch principles demand tén 
„thöuſand pärdons. What, give tip liberty, 
Property, and, äs the Gazettetr ſays, lie

„I inſiſt up6n your marching but 6f this houſe 
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„immediately, to prevent worſe conſequences, # 
„Sir, J inſiſt up6n it.“ J was gding to repeat 
my remonſtrances; but juſt then we heard à 
footman's rip at the ddor, ind the two ladies 
cried out, ,,A's ſhre äs death there is 6ur miſter 
and miſtreſs come hdme.* Tt ſeems my enter- 
tliner was all this while dnly the bütler, who, 
in his miſter's abſence, hid à mind to cat à 
figure, and bè för a while the gentleman 
himſelf; and, to Cay the truth, hè talked politics 
as well äs mdſt coüntry gentleman do, Bit 
nothing could now excedd my confuſion upon 
ſèeing the gentleman, and his lady, enter, 
nör wis théir ſurprize, at finding ſuch com- 
pany ind good cheer, leſs thin 6urs, „Gen- 
z„tlemen,“ cried the real miſter 6f the höuſe, 
to me and my companion, „my wife and 'I

Then inſtead 6f 6ur preſent 
priſons, which find 6r make men guilty, 
which encldſe wretches for the commiſſion 6f 
one crime, ind retürn them, if retdrned alive, 
fitted for the perpetration 6f thouſands, we 
ſhould ſet, äs in 6ther parts 6f Eürope, places 
of penitence and ſölitude, where the accuſed 
might be attended by ſüch as could give them 
repentance if guilty, or new mdtives to virtue 


if innocent. And this, bfit nöt thè increaſing 


puniſhments, is thé way to mend A ſtate: nor 
can J avoid èven queſtioning thè validity of 
that 
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thit right] which ſdcial combinations have aſ- 
ſamed 6f cipitally püniſhing offences 6f a 
ſlight nature. I'n caſes 6f mürder their right 
is 6brious, äs it is the düty 6f Gs all, from 
the law of felf-defence, to cüt 6ff that man 
who his ſhewn 2 diſregard för the life 6f an6- 
ther. Againſt ſich, all nature ariſes in arms; 
but ir is n6t ſd againſt him who ſtèals my 
property. Natural law gives me no right to take 
away his life, äs by rhat thé horſe he ſitals is 
as mich his property as mine. Tf then 'I have 
any right, it muſt be from à compa@ made bet- 
-ween tis, that he who deprives the 6ther 6f his 
horſe ſhall die.” But this is a falſe compact; 
becauſe nd man has à right to barter his life, 
nd moͤre thin to take it away, as it is nöt his 
dwn. And beſide, the compa is inadequate, 
and would be ſét aſide ven in à cdurt 6f m6- 
dern Equity, äs there is à great pénalty for à 
very trifling convenience, ſince it is far bEtter 
that two men ſhould live, than that 6ne min 
ſhould ride. Büt a compa@ that is falſe bet- 
ween two men, is equally £0 betwten än hün- 
dred, or an hündred th6uſand; för as ten 
millions 6f circles can néver make à ſquare, 
{d the united voice 6f myriads cannot lend 
the ſmalleſt foundation to fAlſehood. It is this 


that 
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that rèaſon ſptaks, ind unthtored niture ſays 
the ſame thing. Sivages that ire dirsted by 
natural law aldne are very tender 6f the lives 6f 
each other, they ſeldom ſhed blood bur to 
retaliate former cruelty. 

Our Saxon anceſtors, fierce 4s théy were 
in war, had büt few execùtions in times 6f 
peace; and in all commencing governments 
that hive the print 6f nature ſtill frong upon 
them, ſcarce iny crime is held capital. 

Fr is among the citizens 6f a refined com- 
muͤnity that penal laws, which are-in thEhinds 
6f the rich, are id upon the poor.” Govern- 
ment, while it 'grdws dlder, ſeèms to acquire 


the mordſeneſs 6f age; and is if our property 


were become dtarer in propdrtion is it increaſed, 
as if the mdre enormous 6ur wcalth, the more 
extenſive bur fears, all 6urpoſſcſſions are paled 
tip with new <cdiQs Every day, and hiing round 
with gibbets to ſcare Every invader. 

J cannot tell whether it is from the nümber 
of 6ur pcnal laws, or the licentiouſneſs 6f 6ur 
pèople, thät this coüntry ſhould ſ hew mdre 
c6nvids in 2 year, thin half the dominions 6f 
Eürope united. Perhaps it is dwing to böth; 
för they mutually prodvce tach 6ther. When

Thüs 
philoſophy is weak; bir religion comforts in 
an higher ſtrain. Man is here, it télls üs, Fit- 
ting tip his mind, and preparing it for anöther 
abode. When the good min IRaves the body, 


and is all à glorious mind, he will find hè has 


been miking himſclf a héaven 6f happineſs 
here, while the wretch that his been maimed 
and contiminated by his vices, ſhrinks from 
his body with terror, and finds thät he his an- 
ticipated thè vengeance of heaven.
